There is a mistaken idea entertain- 
ed by some people as to tho object of 
institutions, and the expense necees- 
sary to their maintenance. Many pat 
sons suppose that the workshops con- 
nected with the institutions should Vie 
if not profitable, at least self-sustain 
ing, and that those which are not, 
should be abolished. This is nn un- 
just expectation and uutenablo posi 
tion. Is it possible for any one to 
suppose that the Slate is engaged in 

traffic of collecting the unfortunate of 

its domains into an institution for the 
purpose of adding to its treasury T It 
may have the right thus to manipu 
late the services of its convicts, but 
certainly of one, and more especially 
al its natural unfortunates. 

And yet some are ready to protest 
against the continuance of an indus- 
trial department because it ia not re- 
numerativo or because it is attended 
by some expense. We believe in ceo 
noinieal management, and it is ere, lit 
able to an institution to be able by 
such management to make any of its 
departments paying, where it if 
Without detriment to tho interests of 
those for whoso benefit it should be 
conducted ; but it would bo criminal 
ly wrong to deprive the pupils of such 
training as would enable (hem to be- 
come self supporting and independent 
citizens because it had to be done at 
some exponas to UN State. This 
would take away from them tie 
advantages they an- supposed to pos- 
sess at these schools. It wasnovor in 
tended that institutions should bo dire- 
ctly remunerative to tho State x but it 



was intended they should be profitable 
but in a quite different way. It was 
plain to be seen that many of these clas- 
ses, unless educated in some trade or 
profession by which they might be able 
to support themselves, would become a 
charge upon the Slate ; and to arrest 
this expense, these investments were 
made. This was the design as viewed 
from a peeuniary stand-point ; but 
there was a design from a philanthro- 
pic principle, and that is to lessen 
the sufferings and to add to the faci- 
lities for emojment of these afflicted 
classes, and be who begrudges the ap- 
propriations necessary to the n 
plishmont of these aims, must bo void 
of sympathy for the infirmities of his 
fellow men, and without regard for 
the workings of divine Providence.

used four trades, three of which he 
knew thoroughly. .letTeison knew 

three or four trades. Franklin, be 

-ides being an excellent, printer, was a 
jack-of-all -trades, and, contra! 
the proverb, very good at several of 
them. Look through the history of 
nie hundred men who have become 
illustrious, and you will find that the 
majority of them have had their 
heads knocked against something 
hard in their early days. Dickens 
working in the blacking shop is an 
example I have in my mind's 
glorious university, completely organ- 
ised and equipped to afford an i 
tion such as the future man will bo 
given.

and increase danger. Before passing 
through smoke, take a full breath 
and then stoop low : hut if carbonic 
gas is suspected, walk erect. 
Suck poisoned wounds, un 
mouth is sore ; enlarge the wound, 
belter cutout tho part without deli 
hold the wounded part as long as can 
be borne to a hot coal. 

In case of poisonin vomit- 

ing by tickling the throat, and bv 
wartn water and mustard. 

For acid poisons give alkalies ; for 
alkaline poisons give acid ; white of an 
oodin both oases ; in case of 
opium poisoning, give strong 
and keep nun 

If in the water, float on the back, 
with the nose and month projecting. 

For apoplexy, rise tho head and 
body ; for fainting, lie Hat.

The bindery is considered 
important, as it is the only one of the 
trades open to the girls. An idea is 
suggested in this connection with a 
view to more sysletn. The tailoring 

trade ia suggested in the mechanical 
department, in order that the girls 

may have a better chance and more 
equal footing with the boys.

Lost Saturday W&a the 99th Anni- 
versary of Evacuation Day, but the 
day wits. not, observed at all, except by 
veterans of the war of 1812, who are, 
ulna, very Few. 

1 1 may not be out of the way to say 
a few words of this day, which is the 
anniversary of the occurrence of one 
of the most, important events in the 
history of our forefathers' struggle for 
independence. 

During the Wary. nnd after the de- 
feat of the Americans at what is 
known as the battle of Long Island, 
the Bridal) took possession of the 
city, and up to the close of the war, it 
remained a British stronghold. 

On the signingcof the " Treaty of 
Versailles," the Brutish could not im- 
mediately leave the city, and it was 
agreed between Ccn. Clinton and 
Gen. Washington that they should 
evacuate the city on November 85th. 
This, as history shows, was done. 

The Americana intended to enter 
the city early on the morning of the 

•Jot'h, but by another arrangement, 

ihe entrance was delayed till "high 
noon," to allow the British to em 
bark. 

It will lie seen- that during these 
seven long years the British occupied 
Iheciiv. there were scvera' persons 
who clung to Washington and their 
country. " For. as the morning 
dawned," says the '/'< frt/ntm, "a 
patriotic boarding house keeper hoist- 
ed an American Hag above her house. 
This the provost Marshall hoard of 
and wen! in person to cause it to be 
taken down. He entered the house 
and Started to go up stairs, but be 
had not reckoned with the host, 
lie was met' by the housewife, who 
ordered him out, and as he did not at 
once obey, she vigorously used her 
broom upon the man of war, who 
was glad to retreat amid the jeers of 
the crowd that had assembled in the 
street. 

"At noon the American forces 
marched into the city from Harlem 
Plains, with drftrtrf beating and 
colors Hying. As the Americans en- 
tered, the British retreated and took 
barges at. the Battery, in which they 
were conveyed to their' transports 
anchored oil Staten Island. In tho 
afternoon there was a civic proces- 
sion. It was headed by General 
Washington and Governor George 

Clinton, who were accompanied by 
their respective stuffs and escorted by 
a body of Westchester light horse 
commanded by Captain Delavan. 
When the procession reached the bat- 
tery, an artillery send off was given 
the British, whose ships were seen 
weighing anchor. In the evening. 
General Washington and Governor 
cimton gave a banquet to the officers 
of the army at Krauncc's tavern, and 
the evacuation of the pity was cele- 
brated by fireworks and an illumina- 
tion,"

Benjamin Thompson, better known 

lilt Rumford, was born March 
20, \1~y.'> at, Wol.Miru, Massachusetts. 
While very young he sti irono- 

my and mechanics and was very in- 
genious With tools. When he was 
sixteen years old he became a clerk in 
a .nercliaiit's office. The troubles 
with England which resulted in ou.i 
Revolution commenced when Thomp- 
son was a boy. England began by 
taxing the Americans without their 
consent, and one of the methods of 
taxation was the Stamp Act. — paper, 
and a great many things had to hour 
a stamp in order to be legally sold. 
The Americans were indignant, and 
complained so much that England 
repealed the Act,. The citizens of 
Salem* (where Thompson then lived) 
determined to celebrate the event by 
it pyrotechnics] display, and Thomp- 
son undertook to manufacture a 
quantity of fireworks for the occasion. 
Tbe consequence was that there was 
an explosion, and he was serious in- 
jured and confined to the house for 
several weeks. When he recoi 
lie returned to It'll desk in the met 
chant's oflice for a short time, but in 
i! the troubles with 
England, which grew worse 
day, he was soon discharged, and 
turned teacher.

While there, he fell in love with a 
widow, Mrs. Kolfe, and in spite of 
the fact that she was considerably 
his senior, married her in 1772. The 
widow had a fortune, and Thou 

proceeded to enjoy it. His affable 
manners and cultivated mind made 
him a great favorite in society, and 
enabled him to become acquainted 

with the most prominent men. 
Among them was Governor W'cni- 
worth, who gave him it major's 
commission in the militia, thus pro 
moling him over the bead of a grent 
many other officers. The. officers 
were indignant, and raised the Orj 
that Thompson was a Tory, and 
although the latter demanded a trial, 
ir. was of no ate, the court refu 
exonerate him from blame or give 

him a full acquittal. He came near 
being tarred and feathered several 
. and after remaining a while in 
tbe American camp before Boston, he 
saw that the straggle was hopeless, 
and that, he could not convince his 
countrymen that he was not a traitor, 
and so converted bis property into 
cash, paid off his debts, and about 
October loth, 1775. left. Cambridge,

The best way to prepare a new iron

To make boots and shoes water- 
proof : Melt in an earlhern I 
over a slow lire, half a pint of lin- 
ked oil, one ounce of bees-wax, half- 

an ounce of rosin, and MIV 

of turpentine. If new boots or shoes 

i ti rated with tbe mixture, and 

left to hang in a warm place for a 
Meek or ten days, 'they will be not only 

waterproof, but the leather will bo 

oil and pliable. The soles may be 
rendered waterproof by applying a 

coat of gum-copal varnish to them, 

and repealing it until the pore- of the 

leather are tilled.
